RUSSIANS BREAK 
GERMANS’ STAND 
ON THE VISTULA 
ars Forces Report Enemy in 


Full Retreat; Several 
Towns Retaken. 


PETROGRAD, Oct. .- All of the Ger- 
Man army corps on the left bank of the 
Vistula river in Poland are in full re- 
treat. 

The following official communication, 
lasued tonight by the staff of the Russian 
commander in chief under date of Oct. 28, 
follows: 

We have broken the resistance of the 
enemy's last units which still attempted 
to hold on the north of the Pilitza river. 
On the front beyond the Vistula all the 
Austro-German troops are now in retreat. 
We have occupied Strykow, Ieschow, and 
Nowemiasto. 

Russlan cavalry has entered Radom 
and captured several thousand prisoners, 
guns, scores of machine guns, supply 
trains, and automobiles. 

“In Galicia the situation is unchanged. 
On the front in Bast Prussia the first 
German corps, supported by other units, 
during the last four days have made un- 
ceasing attacks in the region of Bakalar- 
gevo. The enemy’s losses ere very 
great.” 

Austrian Wounded Are Problem. 

The correspondent of the Retch at Lem- 
berg says that as a result of the burning 
of the villages of the lower region of the 
San river frightful conditions prevail. All 
the available buildings, including the 
Blavic monasteries, are crowded with 
Austrian wounded and dying. 

The police today ordered all German 
and Austrian subjects remaining in 
Petrograd to prepare to leave within a 
fortnigmM. The authorities will furnish 
free transportation to the frontier. Any 
Germans or Austrians remaining after the 
expiration of the time mentioned in the 
order will be dealt with by the chief of 
police. 


Berlin Claims Some Progress.

Oct. 29.—The British gov- 
ernment has opened negotiations to pur- 
chase the American copper carried. by 
five steamers seized by English warships 
at Gibraltar, but at a price less than the 
average cost of production, according to 
a statement issued by the American 
Smelting and Refining compte y, which 
today joined with three other copper 
companies in sending to Secretary of 
State Bryan a telegram urging him to 
seek the release of the vessels. 

Information of the seizure of only 
three steamers had been received at the 
time the message was sent to Secretary 
Bryan, but later advices to the copper 
companies added two more to the list, the 
Prosper III. for Maloe, Sweden, and the 
Ascot for Genoa. 

The American Smelting and Refining 
company, in its statement, declares that 
the British government has aimed a se- 
rious blow at the American copper in- 
dutry by including that metal in the list 
of contraband.

The enemy turned and fled in the first 
shock, but rallied and swung the cavalry 
to the front again, making every effort 
to retake the positions among the dunes 
which they had previously occupied, but, 
once broken, the line could never be re- 
formed. 

The Germans made the most desper- 
ate efforts, but they were of small avail, 
and in the end the Prussian machine was 
hurled back.

Be- 
tween Bruges and Ghent the Germans are 
intrenching themselves along the canal.

New York, Oct. 29.—[Special.}—-The Na- 
tional City bank has concluded with the 
French government negotiations whereby 
$10,000,000 will be placed to the credit of 
the French government in this city, 
against which it may be enabled to pur- 
chase commodities and supplies. There 
were well founded reports in Wall street 
that German-American bankers here 
have negotiated loans of similar nature 
tor Germany. Norwegian and Swiss bans 
are talked of. 

It is understood that the National City 
bank has handled the negotiations for the

It is learned authoritatively that J. P. 
Morgan & Co. have hed nothing to do 
with the negotiations for the loan. The 
arrangement of the loan has been entirely 
a matter of private negotiation between 
the French government and the National 
City bank along the lines of a private 
banking transaction. 

The loan is practically a credit arranged 
here by the French government to ena ble 
it to make large purchases. No shipment 
of gold or payment of cash to France is

Tou may be convinced,” the message 
concluded, that any statement you have 
received or heard has underestimated 
conditions in Belgium. Great danger is 
threatened. To avoid it you must get 
flour to the people, and get it at once.” 
The steamer Iris, the second ship which 
will take supplies to Belgium for the 
American relief committee, is expected to 
sail from London on Saturday.

The chief fault of the diets, as be saw 
them, was that they contained too little 
meat, milk, eggs, and legumes, and too 
much meal, molasses, collards, and sow- 
belly or side meat. The diets were too 
low in protein and too high in starches 
and fats. 

A writer in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association says that if a man 
does not like lean meat or cannot get it, 
beans and cornfield peas are high in pro- 
tein and much cheaper than lean meat.

Dr. Gokiwater’s studies were made in 
hospitals for the insane and homes for 
orphans. The percentage of pellagrins 
among the populations studied varied 
from 7.65 to 82 per cent. The attendants 
at these institutions were subject to the 
same influences as the patients. None 
of them hed péllagra. They got better 
balanced rations. The insane were given 
a well balanced ration, but many of them 
would not eat what was given, or else 
they ate capriciously.

has not hesitated to expel from 

V \ the dominions of the mikado all 

German purveyors of news, téle- 

graphie agencies, and news- 
paper correspondents, the propaganda 
witch these gentry had inaugurated at 
the time of the outbreak of the war in 
Europe in the first days of August, is now 
being carried on there by men who, al- 
though of German birth or origin, are 
Ameritans by virtue of naturalization, 
and. who enjoy the prerogatives and im- 
munities of citizens of the United States. 

The propaganda has for its object the 
excitement of popular feeling in Japaa 
against this country, in the hope that a 
break may be brought about between 
Japan and the United States, which 
according to German ideas, would not 
only interfere with Japan's operations 
against the German colony on Kiau-Chau 
bay but Also would involve Great Britain 
ag an ally of Japan in trouble with this 
country. 

The agents in question are furnishing 
alleged interviews and news relating to 
alleged Amefican designs upon Chine, 
and of alleged American determination to 
limit by force the activities of Japan at 
Teing-Tau, to the provincial rather than 
to the metropolitan press of Japan, realis- 
ing that at Tokio the news would be im- 
mediately denied, both by the Japanese 
government and by the American am- 
bassador.

By publishing it in the provinces it 
has time to get into extensive circulation 
and to poison the minds of the bulk of 
the people before any official denial from 
Toklo can take place The fact that the 
news is given out by people who are able 
to boast of being citizens of the United 
States relieves the provincial press 
from the imputation of knowingly lend- 
ing itself to German designs and ma- 
neuvers. 

The campaign ie a very Insidious one. 
Even the most preposterous stories re- 
ceive credence, and are exciting popular 
sentiment against the United States as 
harboring hostile designs against Japan, 
and the matter has become a source of

Haggerston castle, in Northumberland.

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VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 
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BANKING HERE AND IN NOW 
YORK. 

Joliet, IA., Oct. 28.—{ Editor of The Trib- 
ure. I—Prineipally in the large banks in 
Chicago there is some $300,000 of money 
belonging to the people of Gary and over 
$700,000 depositet in Chicago belonging 
to the people of Joliet. 

While this million of money is technical- 
ly the property of the banks in the two 
towns, at the same time the money be- 
lorgs to the various depositors of the 
banks ia the two towns. 

Under the law banks in Chicago must 
keep $250,000 of the money in reserve, the 
other $750,000 is loaned out to large in- 
terests in Chicago, and it is practically 
Impossible for any one who lives in Gary 
or Jollet to get the use of that $750,000, 
for he does not hold the sort of collateral 
demanded by these large banks in Chi- 
\cago, and even if he does he would re- 
ceive scant consideration. 

Now, under the new law, banks in Gary 
and Joliet will be able to use some more of 
that $1,000,000 among their customers 
and loan it to the neighbors of their de- 
positors, who are the builders of the 
towns, instead of its being sent to the 
cities and as a general proposition loaned 
at a lower rate than we pay and to bulld 
up the cities at the expense of the towns, 
This applies to all towns. 

I don't believe the banks in Chicago 
have sufficient reason to charge 7 per cent 
for money, and that rate is holding back 
business fundamental to prosperity and 
giving encouragement to the individual 
lender of money to charge a high rate. 

I see New York bankers want the new 
banking system effective in order to re- 
lease $60,000,000 for use, whereas Chicago 
lo saying only the most liquid paper will 
be taken at the outset, behind which they 
may continue to deprive us of the use of 
the money belonging to the towns. 

Your bankers plead for delay in or- 
ganizing, another point against then. 
The statement is published by your banks 
that im September their earnings were 
15 per cent less than 1918. Could dusi- 
hess men generally have earned 85 per 
cent as much this September as 1918 they 
would have been thankful.
